The funds available are for out-of-pocket expenses such as travel fares and subsistence, 
and for technical services or supplies; these funds may not be used for salaries or stipends. 


Applications for the Tremaine Fellowship should be made on the form attached at the end of this issue of 
the Bulletin and must be accompanied by a detailed budget proposal, a full curriculum vitae, and two 
sealed letters of reference.

10. BSC/SbC Policy on Travel Subsidies / Politiques de frais de déplacement 


SSHRC has awarded the Society a grant in aid of travel and accommodation costs by members to the 
conferences and AGMs of the Society. This grant is the principal source of funds available to reimburse 
presenters and respondents, as well as to assist members travelling to the Society’s AGM. Funds will be 
disbursed by an ad hoc committee consisting of the Treasurer (Chair), Past President, and two members 
of BSC/SbC Council. 












As this funding is very limited, BSC/SbC normally cannot undertake to pay the full expenses of qualified 
applicants. Members should first apply to their own institutions or to other funding organizations for a 
subsidy; members are advised to obtain the lowest possible air fares. 






Compensation will normally be considered only for expenses incurred within Canada and will be scaled 
according to the cost of transportation to the site of the meeting. Priority will be given to those who 
are travelling more than 300 km to the meeting. 


Applicants must be participating in or attending the conference/AGM, be BSC/SbC members in good 
standing or guests invited by the program committee, and must have registered for the BSC/SbC 
Conference . 


Each year, specific funds will be set aside for student applicants. If these funds are not exhausted, they 
may be applied to other categories of members or they may be carried forward for student use in the 
following year, at the discretion of the committee. Special consideration will be given to independent 
researchers who are unaffiliated with an archival, educational, library, museum, research, or other similar 
institution. 


All who wish to be considered for assistance must fill out the special form provided by the Society in the 
Fall issue of its Bulletin. These must be received by the Treasurer, no later than 31 March 1996. 


The committee will meet shortly after the funds have been provided by SSHRC, usually close to the end 
of April of each year. Decisions will be communicated by surface or electronic mail as soon as possible, 
but no later than the middle of May. 


Appropriate receipts, such as air/bus/train tickets and registration receipts or hotel bills, must be sent to 
the Treasurer by those who have been awarded a subsidy within two months of the end of the conference 
or meeting. The award will not be honoured beyond this time; no reminders will be issued. Receipts 
will be annotated and returned, if the amount reimbursed is less than the expense submitted, as they may 
be of further use to the members concerned. 


Politiques de frais de déplacement en regard de la participation aux conférences et aux assemblées 
générales annuelles 


Le CRSH a accordé a la SbC/BSC une subvention spécifiquement destinée a défrayer une partie des frais 
de voyage et de séjour aux membres de notre société qui assistent aux assemblées annuelles (AGA) ou 
aux conférences de notre société.

12. Institute on Canadian Bibliography: Second Course 






During the week of 21-25 August 1995 the Institute on Canadian Bibliography once again offered the 
course “Analytical Bibliography for Canadian Studies,” which had been so successfully taught for the 
first time during the summer of 1993. The Institute is co-sponsored by the Bibliographical Society of 
Canada and the National Library of Canada, and is completely self funded. There were sixteen 
registrants, three of whom had their tuition funded through a fellowship sponsored by the BSC/SbC. 
Once again, under the inspiring leadership of the Program Director Patricia Fleming, and with able 
administrative support from Gwynneth Evans and Claude Blanchard of the National Library, a full five- 
day program of lectures, demonstrations, workshops, and tours was offered to participants. 





The week began with a solid two days of lectures and hands-on sessions on the fundamentals of 
descriptive bibliography, including format, collation, title page transcription, typography, and binding. 
Wednesday offered a welcome break from the classroom, beginning with a visit to the National Museum 
of Science and Technology for an overview of printing technology, and a session on the techniques of 
illustration. Later there was an opportunity to observe and practice the fundamentals of hand 
papermaking at “The Papertrail.” Thursday morning began with tours of the National Archives 
conservation facility, and visits to several of the National Library’s special collections. 























The rest of the program consisted of specialized sessions on subjects such as textual criticism and 
bibliography, author and publishing records, the use of paper evidence, the history of the book in 
Quebec, and software for bibliography. The program concluded with a plenary session followed by a 
reception, which afforded a final opportunity for the informal discussions on bibliographical topics 

which contribute so much to the success of the course for both instructors and participants. 






The course evaluations indicated a high level of satisfaction on the part of the participants, and included 
praise for both the content and the organization of the course. Many people noted that not only had they 
learned a great deal, but that it had been enjoyable as well. The Society wishes to thank all who 
contributed to and participated in making this course a success. Tentative plans for the future include 
holding workshops at various library schools, as well as considering other themes for the Institute’s 
summer week-long sessions. Ideas and suggestions are welcome and may be directed to the President, 
c/o the Society’s post office box. 


13. The History of the Book in Canada: Advisory Committee 





Establishment of an Advisory Committee to develop recommendations for “The History of the Book in 
Canada” arose from the general discussion at the end of the 1995 Annual Conference, and the wish of 
that assembly to have a small working committee develop a set of recommendations for further 
discussion on this topic at the 1996 Conference. The Committee is struck as a President’s ad hoc 
committee, and not a standing committee, of the Society. It will report through the President to the 
membership at large, and its duties will be completed upon submission and presentation of its final 
report. 





As suggested in the 1995 meeting, Committee members have been selected and appointed by the 
President of the BSC/SbC with an eye to their interest in the subject and their relative geographical 
proximity (due to financial constraints to possible travel). While the Committee is small and 
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geographically concentrated, it is understood that its members will actively solicit the opinions of others 
on this subject, and where appropriate, incorporate those views into its deliberations and final report. 


The Committee is charged with developing a set of recommendations for the nature and scope of a: 
program of scholarly research focussed on “The History of the Book in Canada.” These 
recommendations are intended to assist the Society in defining what (ideally) it would like to see 
encompassed within the parameters of such a program, so that the Society’s position on the topic is more 
clearly and sharply defined. The Committee will develop a set of recommendations or observations 
about how such a project or cluster of projects might be approached and pursued. It will also develop 
recommendations on the role of the BSC/SbC and its relationship to such a project (or group of projects) 
when established. 


Membership of the Committee is: Pat Fleming (Chair), Leslie Howsam, Yvan Lamonde, Germaine 
Warkentin, and Bruce Whiteman. The Committee is urged to consult with interested parties. In light of 
the discussion at the 1995 Conference, some others who might be included are: Bertrum MacDonald, 
Sandra Alston, Jacques Michon, Carole Gerson, i aac MacDonald, George Parker, Peter McNally, 
and Frangois Melangon. 


The Committee’s main report is be submitted to the President by 15 April 1996, so that it may be 
translated and duplicated for dissemination and discussion at the 1996 Conference in Halifax. 


14. Notice of New Publications 


Canadian Bulletin of Medical History/Bulletin Canadien d’Histoire de la Médecine has produced 
Medicine and Book Culture, Jennifer J. Connor, Guest Editor. Essays explore aspects of medical book 
culture as revealed in personal medical libraries of physicians and surgeons between the seventeenth and 
twentieth centuries in Quebec, Newfoundland, and Great Britain; in populist medical publishers in 
nineteenth-century Philadelphia and Ontario; and in the bookish legacy of the nineteenth-century medical 
gentleman. Other brief notes discuss the context for the first Canadian medical publication; the nature of 
collaborative authorship in an influential twentieth-century biomedical textbook; a reappraisal of 


Garrison and Morton’s Medical Bibliography; historical approaches to reconstructing a dispersed private 
library.

Her illustrated lecture looked at the 
origin and development of one of the major innovators and leaders of the twentieth-century printing 
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revival. The Curwen Press’ own file collection of publications is held at the Bruce Peel Special 
Collections Library of the University of Alberta, Edmonton, where Green is Associate Rare Book 
Librarian.

John Mercel Robson, 1927-1995 


















With particular sadness we record the death on 9 July of Jack Robson, University Professor Emeritus of 
English at the University of Toronto. Robson was best known to the world at large as the editor-in-chief 
of the monumental John Stuart Mill Project, a definitive, scholarly edition of Mill’s works, nearly forty 
years in the making, and only recently completed in thirty-odd volumes published by the University of 
Toronto Press. To those vouchsafed the privilege of his company, Robson was still better known for his 
unassuming modesty, sparkling conversation, infectious wit, and deft hand in the kitchen. No one who 
ever witnessed Robson reducing a roomful of scholars to tears of laughter through his unique recitations 
from nineteenth-century texts will ever forget the experience.
